Everyone knows that 
if there were not standards in patent medicine 
that narcotics and poisons would be sold as

There must be a national standard for uni- 
versities to prevent politicians tearing them 
Gown for their own ends so that they may 
appoint the teachers; may tell the teachers 
what they may teach; may run all the jobs.

Economy on Mail 

The Post Office Department is hoping the 
public will co-operate by using the V-Mail 
service inaugurated by the Post Office, War 
and Navy Departments to save space on planes 
and cargo ships. Under this plan, the parent 
who wishes to write to the son in Australia 
would obtain a V-Mail form from the post 
office. When folded, the single sheet becomes 
an envelope, thus saving a separate wrapper, 
This letter may be sent either as it was written, 
or it may be micro-filmed by the War Depart- 
ment and dispatched with thousands of others 
on a single roll of film. 


Here is an idea how shipping space is con- 
served. If there is space on a convoy or bomber 
ferry for 1,500 pounds, or 22 sacks, of mail, only 
87,500 ordinary letters may be sent. The V-Mail 
plan would accommodate ~150,000 letters of the 
same size. If the letter were micro-filmed, they 
would reduce the V-Mail space by about 3.15 
per cent. Thus, 150,000 V-Mail letters, micro- 
filmed, would weigh but 45 pounds and occupy 
space for one sack of mail. 

The service is now being used by soldiers 
and sailors on foreign soil. If more of those at 
home who write to the boys in service across 
the seas will use these V-Mail forms, the fight- 
ing men will be assured of receiving more let- 
ters. In addition, Uncle Sam will conserve ship- 
ping space so vitally needed these days.

No Atheists in Fox Holes! 

That the impact of war has had its effects 
in the religious feelings of men in service is 
seen in the recent report of the American 
Bible Society. Through its war emergency 
program, the Society has supplied without cost 


8,504 Bibles, 382,530 New Testaments and 169,-_ 


113 Gospel portions to men of the American 
armed forces through Army and Navy chaplains 
in the year ending June 30. 

This is a tremendous activity for good. For, 
in addition to the Testaments distributed. by 
the Society, about 220,727 others have been 
sold to churches or communities for supplying 
their own men or those in nearby camps, the 
report disclosed further. Thus the influence 
widens and becomes an integral part of the 
lives of civilians as well as soldiers and sailors. 

This report recalls the remark of an Ameri- 
can officer on Bataan Penisula, who told of 
how many soldiers prayed openly and un- 
ashamed, while all felt a kinship with things 
spiritual and religious. The remark was to 
the effect that “there are no atheists in fox 
holes.” Thus it would seem from the report 
that servicemen appreciate Bibles. From the 


practical standpoint, it helps to make them - 


better fighting men. Contrast this attitude 
with that of the Nazi soldiery, which believes 
that Hitler is greater than God! 


Little Red School House 


The war is reviving the little red school 
house. The possible abandonment of some 


school buses as a result of the tire shortage | 


will prevent some consolidated country schools 
from opening in September, while many more 
will have to limit their areas as the coming 
school year progresses. In view of this problem, 
as well as that of a teacher shortage and ex- 
pected curtailment of school funds in many 
sections of the country, the nation’s leading 
authorities on rural education have appealed 
to persons who never before considered them- 
selves teachers to take over teaching duties in 
country schools. 

As these leaders pointed out, this is war 
work of a most vital kind. Although it must 
be expected that it will not be possible to 
maintain professional standards in the rural 
schools, it is hoped that the best people avail- 
able may be drawn upon for this kind of serv- 
ice. Here, surely, is an avenue for doing good 
that opens up vast possibilities to many men 
and women who yearn to do something for 
the war effort. 

It will be isberesting Titeed-to-vee how this 
works out, how great the response to the call 
may be. Many a retired oldster in the teaching 
profession will emerge from the fireside and 
return to the classroom once more. Here is a 
case of not “Good-bye, Mr. Chips,” but “Wel- 
come, Mr. Chips.”

WASHINGTON PARADE

NEW YORK SCENIT WASHINGTON, July 13.-Presidential 
| politics are playing a dominant role in 


the selection of candidates for governor of New York this year. 

Leaders in both major parties are casting about with an eye to 
control of the important block of. delegates the Empire State will 
send to the Democratic and Republican na- 
tional conventions in 1944, Wendell L. Willkie, 
part Republican presidential nominee, and his 
friends are openly opposing the candidacy of 
Thomas E. Dewey, realizing that if Dewey gets 
the nomination and is elected he will be a 
formidable contender for the White House prize 
two years hence. 

By the same token, most of the ultra New 
Dealers are opposing Jim Farley’s candidate, 
State Attorney General John J. Bennett, of 
Brooklyn, Farley, the present Democratic state 
chairman in New York, buckled the New Deal 
traces in 1940 and opposed the third-term nom- 
ination of President Roosevelt. The adminis- 
tration followers are afraid that if his candi- 
date is permitted to receive the nomination and 
is elected “Big Jim” will control the 1944 na- 
tional convention delegates, and might again 
go contrary to what the Roosevelt people want. 


War or no war, politics will not be downed in a democracy. - 


Hence a steady stream of New York political leaders have trod the 
path to the White House doors seeking to enlist the President in 
the scramble. They have all been here—Farley, Tammany Leader 
Michael J. Kennedy, Governor Lehman, Senator Wagner, National 
Chairman Edward F. Flynn, and—last but not least—former Gov- 
ernor Al Smith. Most of them have different candidates. 

The only public statement the President has made on the New 
York situation is that he hopes the party will nominate a candi- 
date for governor who is both a liberal and who supported the 
administration's foreign policy before Pearl Harbor. Mr. Roosevelt 
went so far as to say he felt a candidate meeting these specifications 


would win easily over Mr. Dewey, whose pre-Pearl Harbor position 


was not so good, 


WILLKIE’S FIGHT Mr. Farley immediately fitted his candi- 

date to the presidential shoe, but some of 
the other party leaders in the state were not so sure. For one 
thing, labor leaders of New York have pronounced Mr. Bennett 
unacceptable. , 

There is still the chance that the New Dealers will upset the 
Farley candidate by naming Senator James M. Mead, of Buffalo, 
a staunch labor man and administration supporter. He will accept 
the nomination if it goes to him through a union of all factions, 
but will not go out to get it. : 

The Willkie-Dewey fight is as interesting and has as many 
political implications as the struggle in the Democratic camp. Mr. 
Willkie did not become involved in the scrap until it was evident 
that Dewey had all but sewed up enough delegates to give him the 
nomination. Then, with characteristic straightforwardness, he be- 
gan opposing the Dewey candidacy. 

The Willkie opposition to Dewey is based chiefly on the latter's 
pre-war isolationism. He has demanded that ;the party nominate 
only a man who has been right on the foreign question. Efforts 
to persuade him to run for governor as a means of defeating the 
Dewey candidacy have been to no purpose. 

Mr. Willkie is all but an acknowledged candidate for the presi- 
dency in 1944, and he undoubtedly realizes that if he ran for gover- 
nor of New York and was defeated his chances for the bigger prize 
would be severely injured, if not thrown out all together. 


UNDERCOVER FEUD On the other hand, Mr. Dewey is pre- 

sumed to be seeking the governorship 
as a stepping-stone to the Republican presidential nomination. 
Without it he would be lacking in enough political and adminis- 
trative background. It was largely because his record as a racket- 
busting prosecutor was deficient in this substance that he was 
denied the nomination in 1940. Willkie stepped into the picture 
to take all of his delegates away from him at the convention. There 
has been an undercover feud between them ever since. 

The Willkie attacks on Dewey now will probably make it all 
the more difficult for the latter to be elected even if he gets the 
gubernatorial nomination. Especially will this be true if the Demo- 
et are able to find a candidate meeting the President’s specifi- 
cations. 

If Dewey is nominated and defeated he will be through as a 
presidential candidate and Mr. Willkie will hold a pre-eminent 
position in the field of contenders. On the other hand, if he should 
be elected, his control over the big New York delegation would 
severely handicap Mr. Willkie’s future aspirations in that direction. 

Thus, so far as the Republicans are concerned, the jockeying 
over the governorshig has a distinct presidential political flavor. 

No such simmering of presidential politics has occurred yet on 
the Democratic side for the reason that, unless the war is won and 
over by 1944, there is little doubt but that President Roosevelt will 
again be the candidate af his party. About the only thing that

went out into the garden.

There 
is no heat like that to be found in a big field 
of corn if oné plows on a day when there is a 
hot July or August sun and there is no breeze 
blowing. Plodding along between the rows,

In the Playroom

; HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sunday.—My interest in the school lunch 
problem took up so much space that.I haven’t told you what I have 
been doing in the past few days. 

I went to New York City on Thursday and 
had an interesting talk in the afternoon with a 
committtee of home economics teachers work- 
ing in the public schools of New York City. 

They have a summer workshop in which they 
are discussing school curricula. The home eco- 
nomics teachers feel that every child should 
have training in this subject in the seventh and 
eighth grades and one year in high school. They 
believe this training is valuable to both boys 
and girls. 

It is important 
their homes and how to live better,

type of training which will give them opportunities tn a : variate of 
jobs. 

In the evening I went over to Brooklyn to a forum in the Girls’ 
Commercial High school, where Mr. Agar, vice president of Free- 
dom House; Dr. Clyde Eggleston, of New York University, and Mr. 

It was an interesting evening and some of 
the questions at the very end were particularly valuable. 

Friday evening was spent going to Saybrook, Conn., to visit my 
friends, Miss Esther Lape and Miss Elizabeth Read. On my way 
back on the train, I found myself sitting next to a charming young 
woman who was on her way to visit her brother in camp. 

We passed a number of government housing projects and she 
suddenly said that one of the great needs of young married couples 
was for good housing at a cost of from $40 to $45 a month. It 
seems to me that this could be done by private enterprise when 
the war is over in greater volume than has ever been done in the 
past. It is one of the things which will keep up our production of 
certain basic goods. 

Yesterday the rain came down in sheets and I was inclined to 
feel that the elements were very unkind, for we had planned an 
outdoor picnic for the grown-ups and children. However, in the 
evening we had the picnic in the playroom and it turned out to 
be a very pleasant and informal evening. 

On Saturday afternoon I spent an hour at the Hudson Shore 
Labor school, where they had a two-day conference on what trade 
union women can do in their homes to help the war effort. They 
covered nutrition and various conservation projects, gas and sugar 
rationing and price regulation. I think everyone will get a much 
better conception of the reasons why these things are being asked 
of civilians. This will be a help, for there is still a certain amount 
of confusion which should be cleared up.
